Oeologicol Survey. 

Amongpt tlie things Cannda under- 
took ill the Treaty of Union -was a goo- 
logictil survey of Britisli Columbiu. It 
>va3 our pleasure to conipliinent tlio 
Federal CVovcrnnicnt upon the alacrity 
V'ith which they comment kd the f ulllll- 
lUGut of this obligation; but wc ropfret 
that we caunot do as much in regard to 
the manner of its prosecution. The 
Dominion flag had hardly been unfurl- 
ed on the shores of the Pacific -whon 
Mr. Solwyn and staff came amongst iis; 
IjLit his exploits weru more rc-markablo 
lor celerity of moveimiut than for any 
permanent practical results. Since 
that Mr.' Bichardson has spoub two 
oeasoDs ia the country, and, with tlio 
I'idioxilously smaU force at his com- 
mand, has . doubtless accomplished 
luucb.. But, with every desire to ac- 
cord the fullest credit to Mr, Richard- 
son and to the Government under 
■whoso ijistinictions ho acted, it is im- 
possible to gonceal the farcial charac- 
ter of the pigmy eflbrta put forth.when 
ihey cpme to bo rcgartlecl as a fullil- 
mtinfc of treaty obligations. At this 
rate a century -woulil Jiot suHice in 
•\vlnch to explore the Province. This is 
not -what British Colqinbi!! uuclerHtood by 
the clause in the Tueaty. Nor, apnrfr from 
treaty obligations, is it treating tlio Paci- 
llc; Proviiict! fairly. If we tnrn to Arani- 
toba, we liiul tliat a geologieal survoy lias 
beuu carried on with vigor by t'roft's.sor 
!Bell and n largo staff. If we lool; at Xt!w- 
loundland, we see the most iini)ortaiit re- 
BultsfollowiiigMr. Murray's o.\ploratious, 
— results wliich nrelikely to rorohitionise 
that ancient Province. But hero 'is Bri- 
tish Columbia, with greater prpsmncd 
luincinl wouitli ihiia all luu othui I'lu- 
Tincos put together, cut off, so to spo.ik, 
■with a shilling. Tlio iinportaueo to this 
country of a tliorough geological survey 
cannot easily be overrated; and it would, 
indeed, be a narrow view to suppose tliat 
the benefits would be confined to the Pro- 
vince. British Columbia is an integral 
part of the Dominion, and anything eal- 
culaled to develop her latent resources 
and attract popuhition and capital to that 
part must relatively licnelit tlio whole. 
Putting aside for the pre.seiit all treaty 
obligations, it is clearly the duty, as it is 
the interest, uf Canada to prosecute with 
vigor and on a scale soiuowliat comonsur- 
ate Avitli the niagnituile of the undertak- 
ing, a thorough geological survey of the 
country, and we trust our re[)reKeiitati\-(.-s 
■will,witli beooiniiig earuostaess and unan- 
imity, urge the subjeei upon the atten- 
tion of tho Administration. British Col- 
umbia cannot aflbrd to await tho results 
of operations conducted u])ou so small a 
. scale as to give them tlie aj)i)earanoe of n 
mere jpretense of fiilfiling treaty obliga- 
tions. 

Tbe H.aiiway H.oservatioii- 

We contend and Lave ever contended 
that tho Federal Government were never 
in a i)ositiou to demand, or the Provin- 
cial Government to grant, the reservation 
of tlio belt of land extending from Esqui- 
mau to Seymour Narrow.'!. Tlio former 
never oven made a pretence of having lo- 
cated tbe railway route. That was a more 
political trick resorted to by local Min- 
isters for the purpose of a little tonii)or- 
nry popularity, and it sceni.s not iinprob- 
nblo tlifit they were actuated by a like mo- 
tive in making the reserve so premature- 
ly. But, be that as it may, it is quite 
certain that the reserve was promntnrely 
and improperly made. "Why, even yet 
no determination lias been come to" in 
tlio matter of routes. IIow, tlicu, could 
the act of reserving the land ui (|nestion 
luiva been jusliti.able on the 17tli of July 
last? Et is dilllcult to believe tliat such 
an iinreasonalde doniaiid wus over made. 
There can be no tliflienlty in conctuding 
that, domauil or no demand, tho Provin- 
cial Government had no right whatever 
to set apart tho land in ipiesliou. Their 
constitutional [jower to do MO, even liad 
eiroiunstaiice? warranted it, apjiears to bo 
open to gravo question. Tlie object of 
tho ijrosent article is to urge upon tliose 
•whom it may conorru the duty of with- 
drawing or cancelling the reservation and 
throwing the laud open for .settk'un'ul . 
The reader will ro.iilily nndorKtuuil tluit 
to reserve n twenty niilo l oll from ICMipii- 
iijiilt to Seymour Is'arrows is ijractically 
to close the whole (jf Vancouver Iwland 
ngninst settlement; luid to do that just 
now is a very .serious alTiiir. Not only 
lias it nhut the door against settlement 
but ithaij btioii the means of repelling for- 
eign ea])ital which was seeking cniplor- 
ment in tho coal n)(!;iHnre.s with which the 
reserved holt is iiedcrstouit to aliouiid. 
AVliatever might havo Lccn the proMpeets 
at tho time tbe reservation was made, as- 
suredly no on(; can [>reteiid that th(! r:iil- 
AVay quodtipn is now in a .'dnipo to justify 
a oontinuanoo of it; nor d(j wo for a mo- 
men t believe that the present (lovern- 
jnent at ^.)tlawa would, undci' the circuin- 
staneos, hein favour of i.'tmtiiiuing to kcu]) 
Yaiieouver Islniiil locked up, wluitover 
their ]3redecessors may have done or been 
l)'lirty to doing in July last, If the step 
■was really taken at tho instaneo of the 
Pederal Government, it win at best a 
grab gamo unworthy of tlieni and one 
wlrlch the Provincial Govorimient ou,'T;ht 
to have resisted and defeated, rather 
than promoted aud iniplenioutod.

Would you kind- 
ly inform us through your valuable jour- 
nal whether it i.s or is not the intention 
of the Committee of the Protestant Or- 
phins' Home, to' receive "Half Breed" 
children into" the Institution advertized 
in your columns? Some doubt sonms to 
bo cast npon tho matter by a rocont com- 
munication to tho public nowspnpora. iu 
which thoi)ublio aro informed that a third 
Orphanago is coutomj)lated in Victoria 
and the reception of "half breed" chil- 
dren specially \ itientioned among the 
charitable intentions of the founders of 
tho Institution. In glancing over the 
communication iu tpiestion, wo confes.i 
that for some time we wore puzzled in en- 
deavoring to discover luiy good reason 
for lidding to tho accouuiiodation for Or- 
phan and dostituto -children in the Pro- 
vince. For assuredly wo could not then, 
and wo caunot yet believe but tho Protos- 
t«.ntism of British Colnnibia is wide 
enoU!,di and sulTiciently gonorous to al- 
low the difleraiit churclics to unite in 
sustaining one i^iUoient Institution com- 
mon to theiA all. If however tho consti- 
tution ot tho Orphans' Homo founded 
some little time ago is so narrow as to oi- 
cludo "half broods" or any other class, 
then wo certainly do think that there 
doos exist Houio necessity for another 
Homo. We cau scarcoly tliink, howovor, 
that such is really the case; for tho Insti- 
tution i.s Ko (Jatholic in other respects 
that wo can scarcely bring oursolros to 
believe that any class or nationality would 
bo positively excluded. At least we hojio 
that nothing of tho kind is contemplated 
iu an iustitution which is in every other 
rcBiieet in keeping with tho Christian in- 
t('Ili.L,'ence and inilturo of tho age, and 
highly ercditablo to the increasing practi- 
cal charity of tho Christian Churches.

At Cambri;l^o, for iir-stiiuoG, thero is a 
(jfi'oup of leunicd tutors and i:)rofoss()rs, 
who read tho report of the trial with 
the greatest avidity, and ar^uo over the 
most minute details of evidence as if 
most tromendous rosults (lopeiulcci an 
it. In the London eliibs it is much the 
same. At iilinost any liour of tlie day, 
or, I mi;,dit porliaps say, ni^'ht, tlio 
words " Tichbonie," " Ortoii," "Clai- 
iiiaut," may be heard iu somo part of 
tlio buildings, You could Imrdly sit 
out ten minutoa of nn ovc-uiug: in tho 
Hini)lciui,'-ri)oiii witliout lioariu^' soiuo 
allusion to tb.o qiuiatioii.

Ono of the recent witnesses in the 
Tichborno trial, a iiiiiu muucd Abra- 
ham Bush, had died after a violent 
altercation and struggle with another 
person in a beerhouse, at Wapi)ing, on 
the question of the Claimant's identity. 
Tho Coroner's jury returned a verdict 
in accordanco with tho medical testi- 
iiKjiiy that ilcath was caused by series 
apoplexy, which might have been 
brought on by excitement. 

Recently, two Lyons washerwomen 
liung out at iheir windows to dry a 
ciHi]>le of red jicttieoats. They were 
j)rosocutod on tho gnjuml ;jf having 
dis])layed "seditious eiubloms," and 
were tried before tho Tribunal of Cor- 
rectional Police. The issue raised was 
whether tho red petticoats were to bo 
considered as flags or as petticoats 
inoioly. The court, after a long de- 
libortitiou, could not agree ou this 
knotty point, and tho women were 
committed to take tlioir trial at tho 
Assizes, when this petticoat question 
will bo decided by jury. 

An Iceland Anniversary. 

Next year the Icelanders are to cel- 
ebrate the ono thousandth anniversary 
of the colonization of their island. 
Speaking of this fact, the Correspon- 
dence from the Sound takes occasion 
to reiterate what is known of tho early 
history of the country. Iceland is said 
to have been discovered accidentally 
by a Dane named Gardar, who in cross- 
ing the sea frOni Scotland was taken 
by a storm and driven ou the Icelandic 
e.oast. Sliortly after a Norwegian 
known as Nadod was also driven to the 
coast by a tempest; aud in 808 another 
Norwegian (Floke) came upon the is- 
land, lived there over a 3'ear, and gave 
it tho name it has born over since. In 
S74 a permanent settlement was ef- 
fected by ft murderer (Ingolf), wlio, 
Intving been biu.'ished frtnn -Norway fiir 
his many crimes, went to Iceland and 
founded the iirst settlement almost on 
the spotwhere the present caiutal Koy- 
kiavik now stands. Several other 
Norwegians and Danes soon followed 
Ingolf's lead, and the poj)ulation in- 
creased rapitlly. Some of the inliahi- 
tants-discovcied GreQnlaud,aud othors, 
it is claimed, penetrated, as far as this 
continent and discoverdMassachusetts. 
.Apropos to this, it is not generally 
known that Ole Bull, the famous viol- 
inist, is now making a collection for 
tho election of a momimont to his 
countryman, Loif liricson, a Norwe- 
gian, a resident of Iceland, who is cre- 
dited by many with having set foot on 
American soil -100 yoiuH before Colum- 
bus. Tlioro is reason to believe that 
thero is somo foinidatiou in fact for 
these claims of the Icelanders, and it 
has long been believed that Columbus 
knew of the journeys of the old Nor- 
wegian aud Icelandic imvitgiior.s and 
prolitted by his knowlodg.

The Children Burned in the 
Prairie, 

The despatch from Omaha giving par- 
ticuhu's of tho prairio lire at Wilbur, on 
tho South riatto Division of tho Omaha 
and Southwestern llail^oadj failed to con- 
voy tho idea of tho terrible tlafiigcnniB 
position in which a school houso full of 
childi •on were phiee.l, ton (jf m Iioiu ^\■ero 
overtaken by the fjaino,iand burned. six of 
them to de.'.th. The school hon:i(,' was 
situated in the direct line of the firo, l)nt 
the prciciuition had beou takon to huve tiie 
ground immeiliately surrounding it 
ploughed and tho prairie's grass, for what 
had boon doomed a safo distance from it, 
cut nearly to the ground. The ihunos, us 
has been stated, approacdied tho tiohool 
houso with frightful rajjidity, and tlie 
children looking out from the vast hold 
of flAiuo and smoko became wild with fear 
aud unmanageable. Every effort possible 
under tho circnmstanoes was made to keep 
them within the building, and many did 
remain. Some fifteen or twenty, how- 
over, succeeded in breaking awa.v, and in 
the belief that thoy WL'ro s iviug tlien.- 
solves fr«m destruction l>y so doing, j';ui 
out through tho grass towards thuirhonie. 
Before reaching points of safety ten of 
tlHua certainly, aud it is nov,- bulieved 
olcvon, were oauglit by tlio advancing 
(lames, in whicii throo or four wcrckiuiwn 
to bo almost instantly burned lo dcnth. 
three more so seriously burned that they 
caunot re,;over, and tho remainder so 
badly burned that thoy aro maimed for 
lifo. A tragically adectiug addition to 
the torriblo^ceno of the burning children 
was the appearance of the mother of mut 
of tho victims imdcing hor way fr.mtieallv 
through the unburned grass in tlio hope 
of reaohing and saving her child. Sho 
was too late, lioweverj and befoi'o she 
could realise hor position, her child hail 
boon bqrned, and sho was surroniKk l 
aud caught by the fire and burned beyond 
recovery.
